Daily :Your debut tour of Catuula was 
mihle possible by contacts established 
with local performers, Rhythm 
Activism and Mecca Normal. How 
were these contacts established? 

N.T: It was actually quite a com- 
plex process and pretty much a 
chance tiling. 1 was running punk 
gigs in Britain and 1 pul D.O.A on. 
Their manager, Ken Lester, aLso 
writes poetry and took one of my 
tapes home with him. Me was really 
keen on the work and ran off some 
tapes.. .illegally. The main fact is 
that there's no copyright on my 
material so people are free to run off 
copies of it. 



other rant/performance poets, 
Toczek speaks harshly of matters 
unworthy of praise. Bant poetry, a 
literary stye most prevalent in the 
UK, delivers a rhythmic (or a- 
rliylhmic) attack on its audience. 
Devised to free poetry from its te- 
dium, it is almost always political, 
anti-establishment and anti-confor- 
mity. 

Toc/ek has performed forclose to 
twenty years, published 11 books, 
released several albums and loured 
Europe, the U.S. and Canada. With 
a new tape about to be released - the 
CIA tape, forConspiracy of Interna- 
tional Anarchists - and a perform- 
ance this past week in Ultimatum 
ll's program, Toc/ek spoke to the 
Daily of his work, his politics, the 
UK and Canada. 



Daily;l\'hy is tlud? 

N.TtThat's to do with my anarchist 
politics. Anyway, Ken gave copies 
to members of Rhythm Activism 
and Mecca Normal. So gradually, I 
started corresponding with people 
over here. Then 1 was asked to do 
the festival (Ultimatum) which 
however, didn't offer enough to 
cover my expenses. So Norman (of 
Rhythm Activism) offered to .set up 
a tour to help fund the rest of the 
money to cover me. 

They sent me their material along 
with Mecca Normal's and it 
sounded like a wild good idea to 
work with them. From my point ol 
view, it's been great to work in an 
anarchist package. Thai's my poli- 
tics and in England far more people 
are left wing. There are very few 
anarchists and a lot of punks that 
churn out standard Smash the Stale, 
Save the Animals\yr\cs. 

Daily :l lave you worked in this same 
format before? 

N.T: Actually, about three months 
back, I did my first gig withina fully 
anarchist package. The gig was in 
the North of England and included 
both British and Dutch bands and 
fxjcts. It was done to rcise money 
for Jello Biafra's court case. We 
made about S700. 

Daily.Great. He won too. 

N.T: Yea, so now he's got all this 
money to spend... 



Daily:You seem to be saying that 
Canada has a stronger jwliticized com- 
munity tium liritain. Is this so? 

N.T: jt's been exciting meeting so 
many people whoareactually anar- 
chists and who are active as such. 
What you've got in this country, I 
think, is a fairly high profile politi- 
cal alternative. That is, they can get 
access to the media in a way that 
you certainly can't in Britain. 1 
couldn't talk about my politics on 
British radio. They wouldn't broad- 
cast it. In fact, what you've got in 
Britain is a fairly comfortable, right- 
wing media. 

Daily.ls this to say that the media has 
enough infl.4ence to change your work? 
N.T: The fact is, if the papers chose 
to do so, they could splash the fact 
that I'm an anarchist and they'd 
slop me doing work in schools, 
working in prisons, community 
work... So it's quite an inlere.sting 
basis on which to work. In some 
ways its frustrating because you 
can't gel out to a wide public but on 
the other hand, it makes you quite 
powerful and quite frightening. 
I've often said that what we've got 
in Britain is a system of freedom of 
speech which is simply the right to 
be ignored. 

Daily:Do you see the labour party as a 
political alternative? Or even as a 
compromise.' 

N.T:The, labour parly? Oh, it's use- 
less, complelly. It occupies the area 
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doesn't see itself as doing it, but it 
does. 

Daily: Because of these difficulties 
with the media, where is rant poetry's 
audience located? 



N.T: The biggest audience is on the 
rock circuit. To some extent it is a 
political audience, but this type of 
performance poetry built up very 
much in the wake of punk. Two 
things happened with punk. One 
was the feeling that anyone could 
gel up on stage and do stuff. And

that ten years ago the Conservative 
party occupied. The Conservatives 
have moved to the far right, the 
Labour party is now occupying a 
slightly right of center position. It 



also the fact that words became 
important again. 

Daily :\lHwre does your poetry fit into 
your fiolitical outlook? 

N.T: I'm very commilodly anar- 



chist. That's to say that 1 believe 
people should take up their own 
future and present into their own 
hands. My belief is that democracy 
is our failure to control our own 
lives. It's a vast, vast compromise 
that's totally unaccptablc. I'd like to 
see people look to themselves first. 

So the first thing that 1 hope that I 
do in my work is to give other 
people confidence. I'm not into 
making people believe what I be- 
lieve. I just think that performance 
poet ryisthcultimatein self-expres- 
sion that's accessible to almost ev- 



eryone. 

Daily.Do you consider performance 
poetry a form of entertainment as well 
as a means of self-exj>ression? 

N.T: I'm primarily a performer, not 
an entertainer. The difference be- 
tween a performer and an enter- 
tainer is that a performer is some- 
one concerned with getting across 
his work. An entertainer seeks to 
please. I seek to entertain. 

Daily :ls your work designed to shock 
as well? 

N.'T:lnto listening, yea. But 1 
wouldn't use shock just for its own 
sake. That's a very thin disguise, 
people sec through it. 1 try to latch

Ionian hardcore band, SNFU. 

Lyrics were close to inaudible at 
Station 10 on Tue.sday night. But' 
you could sec what was happening 
with one ol Canada's best. Half of 
eighty or so hardcore-goth- 
punkrskin-flowcr types were over- 
crowding the dance floor, falling 
the stage, sweating like mad 
not giving a fuck about the 
hockey game - Hell! 1 had fifty 
bucks on the russian loam. 

Why crowd here rather than be 
hind a brain-killing Icevee? Well, 
maybe for the pounds of sweat to 
be exchanged with unknown alter- 
native creatures flying ov'cr your 
head. But most likely for the antics 
of Chi-Pig and for the hard and fast 
driving beat of SNFU's music 
The SNFU package included pil 



low fights, beach ball playing, beer 
spilling and twenty-odd, tightly 
played songs, "eight of them wor- 
thy of being on the next album", 
said Chi. The music was high en- 
ergy, non-political hardcore. Taken 
as just that, it was one of the belter 
shows in town this fall. 

Between sols, tbcDaily asked Chi 
a few questions. 

Daily: Who's your new drummer? 
Chi-pig: He's not that new, we've 
had him since June '86, when ours 
left for DOA. His name's Ted, we 
imported him from Winnipeg, 
where he played for Last Gasp. 
We've also had a now bass player 
since may 87, Kurtis. 

Daily: I low do you feel about opening 
for metal bands like like Vo’ivod at the 
Spectrum? Is it because the hardcore 
scene is dead? 

Chi-pig; Not at all. We did it for the 
exposure, we tried to reach a public

Daily: How has your work been ac- 
cepted in Canada? 

N.T : The novelty hel ps carry it here. 
People are used to poetry being 
boring. In Britain, we've reached 
the point where you'd go to a rock 
concert and in between the bands 
there'd be a queue of poets at the 
sideof Ihestage going "Can 1 get up 
and do a rant?"

"I am thc'dcan in my own univer- 
sity and tho architect of my house. I 
was inspired, to play music and not 
influenced, see? So, I'm just doing 
what was put inside of mo. And 
there are so much other beautiful 
pictures to paint my brother that I 
cannot describe them, yunno. 
'Cause it takes me more than a thou- 
sand million zillion years to finish 
exploring the garden of inspiration, 
sec?" - Peter Tosh 1983 

He was born Winston Hubert 
McIntosh. But the world simply 



knew him as Peter Tosh, one of the 
original Wallers, who along with 
Bob Maricy and Bunny Wailcr 
made reggae music and its message 
known internationally. 

On tho night of September 11th 
Peter Tosh was murdered in his 
home during what was, according 
to Jamaican toHcc authorities, a 
"robbery". Over the weekend 
many Jamaicans and reggae fans all 
over the world mourned his death; 
but Peter Tosh, like Bob Marloy, 
will always live. 

In 1974 Peter Tosh loft the Wallers 
to pursue his own career. Ho went 



on to record various albums such as' 
Legalize It, Equal Rights, Bush Doctor, 
Mystic Man, and Wanted Dread and 
Alive which established him as one 
of the most influential Jamaican 
reggae singers. Not only is he re- 
spected for his music but also for his 
unbending Rastafarian preachings 
and austere critiques on the evils of 
tho shitslem, a word which he used 
to refer to tho corrupt system. 

His most famous concert was in 
1978, the contraversial 'Peace Con- 
ference' in Kingston, where ho was 
backed up by Word, Sound, and 




Power, Sly Dunbar, and Robbie 
Shakespeare. He spent forty five 
minutes making a blustering 
speech on the evils of the shitslem 
and on the oppression of thepoor in 
the country. He was a leading 
advocate of human rights as well as 
of the legalization of marijuana. 
Harassment, beatings and jailings 
ensued from his outspoken beliefs. 



Peter Tosh played Montréal in 
1983 with the Police, Talking Heads 
and Stevie Ray Vaughn. He had just 
finished recording a new album. No 
Nuclear War, which will soon be 
released. Peter Tosh's music says it 
all, and as Brother Bob sang, "How 
long shall they kill our prophets 
while we stand aside and look ..." ... 
Yes, for how long?

Records lately is II From Canada, Volume by Mark Cote 
3. It claims to bo 'The finest in shakin' 
rockabilly, psychabilly, garage rock, 
punk, urban primitive swing, hillbilly 
garage, and just plain cool stuff." 

Supposedly a collection of Canadian 
music, it's more a collection of Montréal 
music, as eight of the fifteen bands are 
from thereabouts - perhaps due lo the fact 
that Og is Montreal based. But this is the 
only criticism one can level at it, possible 
misrepresentation of the music scene in 
Canada. 



Merchant uses dense lyrical imagery 
and forgoes traditional rhyming struc- 
tures and choruses. A Cwmp/iVcsoro is the 
perfect example of this style. Helped out 
on vocals by REM's Michael Stipe, the 
song attacks modern greed. 

Other songs ra ngc from a remake of Cat

In My Tribe is unquestionably the 10 000

Don't let the name deceive you. The 10 
000 Maniacs are not a thrashing hardcore 
group. They're actually one of America's 
most underrated bands, whose new 
album. In My Tribe, firmly entrenches 
them in music's underground. 

Led by songwriter, vocalist Nathalie 
Merchant, the Maniacs emerged out of 
the suburbs of Buffalo, N.Y. a few years 
back. Counting R.E.M. as one of their 
earliest admirers, the band gained origi- 
nal prominence louring with R.E.M. last 
year. 

Their melodic, guitar oriented sound is 
separated from the rest of America's rock 
renaissancQ (REM, Replacements, 
Guadacanal Diaiy) by Merchant's dis- 
tinctive vocals and her folk sensibilities. 

The omission of a lyric sheet on their 
first album. The Wishing Chair, made the 
deciphering of Merchant's dense lyrics a 
daunting lask.The inclusionof lyrics in/n 
My Tribe has revealed Merchant as one of 
music's strongest lyricists in recent years. 

She writes in a highly personalized 
form and tackles a wide range of issues. 
The record kicks off with W/w/'s the Mat- 
ter Tltere? which has an upbeat sound and 
lyrics which reveal someone's inability lo 
deal with the child abuse witnessed on 
her street. Cunshy echoes Full Metal Jacket 
as Merchant bemoans her brother's re- 
turn from booKamp;

It isn't easy being the number one cult 
band. REM knows this. As the leading 
purveyors of hip music for the past few 
years, REM's growing popularity has 
given them an increasingly fine line to 
walk. The release of their fifth L.P., Docu- 
ment, brings them to the very edge of cult 
underground and the beginning of the 
now mainstream. 

Since bursting out of Athens, Georgia in 
1982, REM has wasted no time assuming 
the role of standard bearers of America's 
underground rock scene. A deluge of 
bands have followed: Guadalcanal Diary 
The Smithereens, The Blasters, Iliisker uti, 
and more. By no means are they all off- 
springsofREM,but they arcallpartof the 
same tradition that REM hasbeen leading 
and expanding. The question is, has REM 
now pushed those limits to a breaking 
point? 

Wtnoss the decline of the punk/new 
wave movement. The Clash, Generation X 
and Simple Minds were all once innova- 
tors in a scene that existed somewhere 
outside of and oblivious to the main- 
stream. Yet by the time the mainstream 
altered to accept them, these groups had 
shrivelled to vacuous shells of their for- 
mer selves. 

Has REM reached the same point in 
their career? Thankfully no. While Docu- 
mcn/isnot their strongest album to date, it 
has enough fresh innovations to keep 
their very distinct style in a dynamic 
state. 

The album opens on a loss than promis- 
ing note. 'The Finest Worksong', and 
'Welcome to the Occupation' serve up 
standard REM faro that could have been 
found in the outakes of any previous 
album. 

'Exhuming McCarth/ returns REM to 
their exalted position as shrouded south- 
ern mystics. Some pople have said that 
because you can now understand Mich- 
eal Stipe's lyrics they are more accessible. 
They have missed the point. Yes, you can 
have Stipe saying 'We're walking on 
stones, walking on coals/ to improve 
your business accumen' v .th Sen. Mc- 
Carthy babbling in the ackground. So 
what? 

Side one ends off in a torrent with 'It's 
the End of the World as Wo Know Itfand 



1 fool fine)' perhaps their best song to 
date. Stipe sets the tone for REM's 
armogeddon: That's great/ It starts with 
an oarthquako/Birds and snakes and 
zoroplanes/Lcnny Bruce is not afraid.' 
From there a gallopping beat propels the 
band forward while Stipcdelivorsacryp- 
tic .series of images at a torrential rate. 

The album ends off on a moody almost 
foreboding note. 'Oddfellows Local 151' 
proves that REM has not fully emerged 
from the underground. Buck's cutting 
guitar sets off an eerie tone in Stipe's 
vocals as ho cries out, "Wash off the 
blood, wash off the 151', 

So with the release of Document, REM is 
brought closer to mainstream, but luckily 
it has not been at the expense of their 
musical content. At least not yet.

Some serious culture brought forth an 
evening of tumultuous and ecstacy impacted 
delirium. Or so we were forwarned by the 
pajama<lad host of Cold City Fiction. 

This appropriately entitled show, part 
of Ultimatum II: New Literatures was a 
gathering of Toronto's unknown and 
rcknown artists. It began with two brief 
performances by writers involved with 
TO's arts magazine, Impilse. Slides and 
bongos accompanied Arnie Achtman's 
monologue concerned with the travails 
of being an actor. Eldon Garnet followed 
with / Shot Musso/mi, a computer text per- 
formance presenting a farcical look at 
John Hinckley's brain and Ronald Re- 
agan. 

Delirium arrived swiftly witlvthe ap- 
pearance of Violence and the Sacred. A 
delirium produced by tedium. With bass 
viola, guitar, synthesizers, and backed by 
a screen of flashing images, the band 
served up an audio-visual assault. 
ScrecKhes of the viola and occassional 
rifts of slide guitar over various beats of 
synthesizer proved that this band follows 
its credo to the letter - we agree to disagree 
with each other and with our audience. The 
whole turned out as of they were still 
caught somewhere in the middle of a 
sound check. 

The images on the screen and the ac- 
companying overdubbed voices were 
predictable. Mass political protests vi- 
ciously squelched by riot police, funeral 
processions and Reagan chatting with 
the Pope were mixed with fragments of 
politicians' speeches, a discussion of 
death and some sinister infantile charac- 
ter singing Happy boys and girls are useful 
t>oys«Md;ç/r/s. The band's nostalgia for the 
new is clearly supported by the fact that 
they.'re doing old stuff. 

Luckily, the tedium was quickly erased 
by the arrival of something a bit more 
imaginative. The Nibelungcnburo pre- 
scntsProjectforanOperaofthelOthCentury 
opened with composer Christopher But- 
terfield explaining his inspiration. "I 
wanted to write a little book, one that had 
never been written before, about the only 
revolution that ever mattered - the Da- 
daist movement." It was conceived as an 
historical book influenced by Wagner, 
and Gertrude Stein, the only two artists 
who ho considered had written with his- 
tory in mind. 

Nilxîlungonburo, with three key-boar- 
dists and a bass, played quick paced, 
jumpy New-Age music. The lyrics were a 
combination of Stein's repetitive stylo 
and the erratic, non-scnsical elements of 
Dadaism. 

The evening finished up with sclf-pro- 
claimcd Lord Krishna follower, F. Gor- 
don W. Zealot. With a flock of adolescents 
gathered around him. Zealot played 
meditation tapes and read something on 
the purpose of regenerative sexuality!!

"Whenever I have confronted that which was 
unfamiliar to me, I constantly sought mith n to 
praise nor to condemn, but only to understaml, "

Tliis quote hangs on a wall at the Galerie 
de Cinq Continents, which is currently 
housing an exhibit of African art. The small 
collection of fetishes, masks and other objets 
d'art highlights the role of sorcery and se- 
cret societies in African culture. 

Sorcery is a common, yet perplexing -as- 
pect of life in the African countryside. The 
nomads produce small, decorated figu- 
rines made of wood, clay, paint and cloth. 
These fetishes are placed on altarsof sorts to 
bring luck to their owners. They are impor- 
tant in such activities as maternity and 
childbirth, hunting, healing or for general 
well-being. Some are designed for indi- 
viduals and are pocket-size, while others 
stand eight to ten inches high. The gallery 
has collected fetishes from areas such as 
Zaire, Luba, Warega and Ruba. They range 
in price from S200 -S3000, depending on 
material and age. 

The show also features several initiation 
masks and head-dresses used by the secret 
societies. There is a helmet made from 
wood and painted cloth from the Ivory 
Coast, and a cowrie-shell decorated woven 
one with a large mohawk from Mali. Both 
are used for the women's secret society. 

The initiation masks arc used in special 
ceremonies similar to a Bar-Mitzvah. 
Adolescent boys and girls are put through 
a .seemingly religious ordeal during which 
they pass into adulthood. One head-dress 
made from wood, painted cloth and an 
abundance of straw boars an uncanny re- 
semblance to the Cowardly Lion. It c.jmcs 
from Yaka, and is sold for $3000. Another 
mask from Tochokwc, Angola has a dra- 
matic face of dark, carved wood. A cornrow 
hairdo made of cowrie shells is an added 
feature, as these shells are a coveted status 
symbol of African nomads. 

The exhibit was coordinated by gallery 
owner Elizabeth Lang, who is particularly 
fond of African art. An appealing aspect of 
the gallery is the splendid collection of 
worldly goods which are always for sale at 
relatively inexpensive prices. 

Sorcery and Secret Societies in Africa will 
run until the first, week in October. The 
Galerie de Cinq Continents is located at 
1225 Greene Ave. in Westmount.
